recent years have brought out the fact 
that her clays are amorfg the most 
im portant assets of Ohio- 
Common 
brick, fire-brick, sewen-pipe, - paving 
brick and tiles for tioors and roofing 
are now made in many places in the 
state, ami besides E ast Liverpool, 
Cincinnati, Zanesville and Akron do 
po tery businness worth mentioning. 
Common brick have been made In the 
state from the earliest days. 
In fact, 
Captain William Dana, who had come 
from 
New 
Hampshire,

brick a t M arietta the y^ar it was 
founded. 
Jam es Barnett was the founder of 
the pottery business at blast Liver­ 
pool.
